What gave you the motivation to 
make a skate video with a Maine feel 
to it?

My favorite clip in the video is the line 
with Jordan at the medians. I remember 
filming it and seeing the car and thinking 
that the line was over but he just went 
around and I didn’t stop filming and it 
worked out.

IVe been trying to examine what makes certain tricks cool to individuals and to 
the modern skateboarding community in general.
